Applicant's arguments stated in the remarks on pages 35-40 of the appeal brief 
filed 1 1/29/2004 with respect to the rejections of the claims have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejections have been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

selecting the product of successive ones of the modulations in each sequence 
and the spreading codes with juxtaposed sequences, and 

transmitting the successive ones of the products to the receiver." 
Claim 86 is cancelled. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 2-85 and 87-97 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Tomita et al (US 5,748,668) discloses a method of transmitting data from the 
transmitter shown in figure 3. An information modulator 25 provides successive 
sequences of a plurality of modulation symbols for the data to mixers 231 and 232. 
Spreading code selectors 221 and 222 provide a spreading code to the mixers. Parallel 
representation of modulation symbols are provided from the information modulator 25. 
The information modulator 25 and the spreading code selectors 221 and 222 are also in 
parallel to one another as shown in figure 3. The output of the information modulator 25 
and the spreading code generators 221 and 222 are combined in the mixers 231 and 
232 and these modulated and spread signals are then combined in adder 30 prior to 
transmission. 

However, Tomita does not disclose selecting an individual one of the data 
modulations in each M data modulation sequence and spreading the sequence with a 
spreading code nor selecting the product of successive ones of the modulations in each 
sequence and the spreading codes with juxtaposed sequences as stated in the claims.
